FOREST FIRES.

Conflagration in Washington
YWerritory.

The Oregonian of recent date glves the follow-
lpg seecount of fires in that Siate:—

“A corregpondent at Martin’s Blafl, W, T.,
gends us the followlng Information conceraing
the desiractive fires 1n the woods on the nortn
side of the Columbia river, The flre 18 more
dertroelive and extends over o lurger area than
bas ever before been known, On the morning
of the lith, as the family of our correspondent
were sliting down to breakfasi, & neighbor
rushed in aud informed them that the fice was
rapioly approaching the dwelling, Losaving
thelr brenk!ast untouched, they ran for a place’
of sufely, and were barely in time to esoaps
being c¢ut off from relreat by the fire, They
renched the residence of Mr, Martin, on the
biufl, The woods for mliles around the resli-
depce of Mr., Murtin were a mass of flames,
Men, women, and chlldren all went to work
with a will Lo save Lhe bulldinge. Tne mill and
other bulldings belonging to Mr. Martin took
fire a greal many thmes; &neol the balldlng s
had & large hole burned in the roof, and 1t was
only by the most sirennous efforts that any-
thing was saved, The fire ran Lhrough the
orehard and burned nearly all of the feuces on
the plage. Mr., Jostiee, whose place is half a
mile from Lthat of Mr, Martin, lost everything—
bis bouse, !:ncc. crops, and everything com-

lelely swepl away.

» "I‘bg telegmrhnlfne is burned down for miles,
and in some places ihe wires have been melted
for several feel by the heat. Toe wind oréeated
by the lire tore up fruit trees by Lthe roots, Mr,
Burk lost gome fenoes, and had the hardeast kind
of work to gave hia bulldings, I learn that G,
Love had Lo sit up all night and watoh his
| honses, elo, Mr, Lowls Miller's place 1n the
timover is all burnt ap—rails, fonces, houses, ste,
Jonn Bogarths had & hard time Lo save hils
lace, The fire travelled authe rale of at least
ve miles un hour for a time In the dry timber,
The fire is still ragiong, and there is no telling
thesmonnt of damage It will do. The roads are
filled with fallen timber. T'ne wind oarriea
Iarge pleces of bark fol'y one mile; leaves, ete.,
were currled for at least throe miles.”

Fort Fillow Massacre — Forrest's
Despatches,

The Ku-Kilux Democracy, says the Akron
(Onlo) Beacen, on the ¥2 lostant, nave labored
desperntely 1o show that the Fort Plilow
isssacre was not so bad as ropresented, and if
it was, that it was not perpetrated by or through
tha orders of Geperal Fo.rest. Tols matter is
pretly effectually settled by vhe followlng doou-
ment, which our friend and sabscriber, Henry
Bteward, of Economy, Macon county, Missourl,
a member of Konkle's 4th Oulo Battery—one
of lbe veteran soldlers of the war—ouplured
among other relics, av Greensboro, N C,, a8 &
part of the Rebel archives that were being re-
moved from Richmond at the collapse ol Lhe
Rebelllon. That it is a genuloe docament no
one who looks at it can doubt, and we will Lake

reat pieasare in exbibiting It Lo any wiho may

DISASTER.
Conifiagration and Loss of Life nt Hlamn -
tex’s Point,

The New York Herald of this morning reporls
as rollows the dissster at Hunter's Poloi:—

Une of the most destructive fires that ocourred
iu the neighborhood of Hanter's Polnt, L 1, In
A number of years, broke eut last nighy, be-
tween the hotrs of ten and eleven o'clock
The ¢ ue of the conflagration was owlog to an
r 2plosion of napitha on board a Bweedish brig
which was lylng at the foot of Ferry street.
The vestel was laden with the combuastible
material, and & moment after the ex-
plosion was heard she wus wrapped in
one sheet of flames. The news of Lhe
disaster rapldly spread, and the conflagration,
whieh It up the heavens, allracted crowds
of pergons Lo the riverside, Ifor a lengtuof tlnae
the fire was confined to Lthe vessal, bul even-
tunlly the flames communicated with the ex-
tensilve oll works of Rookfallows, Andrews &
Co., and Warren'’s oll works, ln the suedsof
which werestored some nine or ten thousand
barrels of oll. The lgnitable gnallty of the
material stored there soon consigned Lthem and
the bulldings adjoinineg to destruction.

A8 s00D A8 Was practicable the vessel was
haunled out into the siream in order to prevent
further destruction, and there, after burning Lo
tohe waler's edge, sank.
